Subject: — Import of Wire Ropes under the licences issued for spare parts of Earth 
Moving Machinery falling under S. No. 65(5 )(ii)(a)/V of The I.T.C. 
Schedule, 

No. I-ITC(P.N.)/59.—According to th.e policy statement on page 237 in the 
Red Book for October, ’68—March,’59 licensing period, spare parts of Earth Moving 
Equipment under Sr. No. 65(5)(ii)(a)/V are licensed to Established Importers at 
40% General and 40% Soft. 

2. It has been represented that for the efficient working of the excavators, 
Draglines, Cranes and other construction Equipment like Bulldozers and Tractors, 
imports of wire ropes of the required specifications are essential. 

3. It has, therefore, been decided that 5% of the value of the licences granted 
for spare parts of earth moving equipment under Sr, No. 65(5) (ii)(a)/V of the 
I.T.C. Schedule can be utilised for import of wire ropes falling under Sr. No. 29/1 
of the I.T.C. Schedule. The Customs authorities will automatically allow the 
import of wire ropes against such licences and they need not be produced before 
the licensing authorities for any endorsement. 

Subject:— Import of ‘Terpene and its derivatives excluding preparations thereof 
(S. No. 87.109/IV during October, 1958— March, 1959. 

No. 2-ITC(FN)/S9.—Attention of importers is invited to List I of Appendix XIX 
to the current Red Book from which it will be seen that ‘Terpene and its derivatives 
excluding preparations thereof is one of the items, import of which is permitted 
against quota licences for Drugs and Medicines. 

2. It is clarified for the information of the importers that any derivative of 
‘Terpene’ sought to be Imported against the entry ‘Terpene and its derivatives 
excluding preparations thereof’ will have to comply with the provisions of the 
Drugs Act. Any derivative which is net approved under rule 30A of the Drugs 
Rules, 1945 or which is not included in any of the current editions of pharmaco¬ 
poeias recognised under the Drugs Act. 1040 will not be allowed to be cleared 
against quota licences for Drugs and Medicines.
